Gypsophila  Ehrlei  surpasses  any  that  has  ever  been  introduced.  It  is  a  distinct  new  form,  early,  pure  white,  double-flowering 
and  not  a  variety  of  paniculata  fl.  pi.  An  additional  feature  of  this  novelty  is  that  its  largest  crop  of  flowers  is  produced  before 
paniculata  begins  to  bloom.  After  the  main  crop  has  been  cut,  flower  spikes  still  make  their  appearance  until  frost.  It  is  far  superior 
to  Gypsophila  pan.  fl.  pi.  because  of  the  enormous  size  of  its  pure  white  flowers.  Flowers  were  cut  as  late  as  November  15th.
